Scab is a fungai diaasoe re- 
sulting in a roughnesa of tbe aar- 
face of potitoea, ."iihfm asrved 
leainng mMt of the outside fis- 
sured, corky and black. When 
used ^ seed, andi paHitoaa are 
likely to canae scab on the new 
crop, mid are unfit for planting 
if one wants clean skinned po- 
tatoes. If but slightly aifected 
they may be disinfected by soak- 
ing them for two hours in thirty 
gallons of water containing one 
pint of formalin. A gunny sack 
containing the potatoes may be 
set in a barrel containing the 
water and formalin, and after 
treatment it is only necessary to 
lift the sack out, drain off the 
fluid, and spread the potatoes out 
to dry before cutting them. 

Dry rot is also a fungus dis- 
ease. Pototoes sometimes ap- 
pear to be perfectly sound, yet 
when cut show a brown line of 
varying thickness just, within 
the skui and of ten f oUowiiig the 
greater part of the efanomflBr- 
encc Thia ia the work ol a dry 
rotfusgoa, geoflrally, in 
tucky, a apeeiei known aa 
liom oiyapornnv 3ach potatoes 
oogbt alwaya to be mjected. 
They are certain to coBfiiy the 
diseaaetotfae crop. No treat- 
ment will reach the fongqa with- 
in the potatoaa. Whan baying 
potataaa it ia well to cut some of 
them to aea if tiie diaaaaa is prea- 
ent 

Both aeab and dry rot ftmgi re- 
m^ in the soil for a time, boice 
old potato land is likely to pro- 
duce more badly diseaaed pota- 
toes than new land. 

(1) The selection of sound seed, 
(2) treatment with formalin or 
corrosive sublimate, and (3) ro- 
tation, are the means by which 
both of these., peats may be 
avoided.
